W hen local architect 
Laura Jane Clark, 
founder of Lamp 
Architects, 
stumbled across 

two derelict, underground public 
lavatories on Crystal Palace Parade, 
she never imagined that one day they 
would become her stylish, and most 
unconventional, home. 

'I love architecture and I'm always 
looking out for unusual buildings, 
particularly anything derelict as I find 
it usually has an interesting history/ 
says Laura. 

In 2005, having just moved to 
London after completing her degree at 
the Glasgow School of Art, she decided 
to have a look around Crystal Palace 
after lunch at Joanna's Restaurant. 

'I'm really passionate about micro¬ 
regeneration and when I saw the 
disregarded loos, I could see that the

site had the potential to be something 
quite unique/ remembers Laura. 'My 
initial idea was to turn the two adjacent 
lavatories, built in 1929, into a bar or 
tiny cinema, but what I hadn't realised 
was that purchasing them would be 
such a drawn out process.' 

Upon discovering the conveniences 
were built where three council 
boundaries met - Bromley, Croydon 
and Lambeth - it was eventually 
established that Lambeth Council 
owned the site. A viewing was arranged 
and the loos, unused since 1983, were 
crow-barred opened by the caretaker. 

'It was absolutely disgusting,' she 
says. The site was literally knee high in 


rubbish and the old toilets and urinals 
were still there from 20 years ago. 

I could see the potential though and 
thought it was such an exciting find 
that I was determined to buy it.' 

What Laura hadn't bargained for, 
was that it would take six years before 
the loos would finally belong to her. 

Not a challenge for the faint hearted! 

'After numerous planning setbacks 
and lots of time and money invested 
in trying to secure the site, there was 
no question of me giving it up. I knew 
it was such a rare find that I couldn't 
even begin to think of walking away.' 

The failing economy, however, meant 
that a commercial venture was no 


longer viable, so Laura decided to turn 
the disused lavatories, complete with 
urinals, into a home. 

'This caused even more delays,' 
remembers Laura, 'I had to convince 
the planners that the space was 
habitable, despite the lack of outlook, 
which seemed to be their major 
concern. I was beginning to think that 
I would never get planning permission, 
but in the middle of 2011, planning was 
granted and the loos were mine. 

'As an architect. I'm fascinated by 
turning small, disused sites into viable 
living spaces and the challenge for me 
was to create something beautiful with 
very little money,' says Laura. 'I knew 
I wanted my home to be simple and 
minimal with a splash of my favourite 
colour, red, and that I'd need to do 
a lot of the hard graft myself.' 

Before focusing on the interior, 
Laura and her builders labored 
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intensively for six weeks to clear the 
rubbish and rubble from her potential 
home, mostly by hand. 

It wasn't possible to winch the 
rubble out so I had to take it up to 
street level in buckets. It was grim work 
and nobody wanted to do it but I've 
worked on building sites before and 
just got stuck in. Some of the tiles had 
to be chiseled off the walls individually, 
which was tough work, but those that 
were left on the wall now form the 
splash-back in the kitchen.' 

With a clear vision for the interior, 
including a small subterranean garden, 
Laura soon decided that her splash of 
red would look fabulous in the kitchen 
but knew her funds wouldn't stretch to 
bespoke units. 


'I bought a very plain Howdens 
kitchen and had the doors spray 
painted red at the local body sprayer. 
And I've found lots of my furniture and 
accessories in local places like 
Bambinos in Crystal Palace, an 
emporium of second hand goods, and 


Alexander Nurseries in Penge.' 

Another must-have for Laura was 
natural dark wood, which is evident 
throughout the apartment, particularly 
in the sleek display shelves and hard- 
wearing parquet flooring. 

'I love the warmth of dark wood and, 
teamed with red, it gives the apartment 
a very stylish yet comfortable feel. And 
if you look closely, there's lots of hidden 
storage so it's also very functional. The 
glass tiles on the pavement add lots of 
light but the bathroom has no natural 
light at all, which was a conscious 
decision. I decided a touch of gold 
would brighten it up, so I bought some 
sheets of imitation gold leaf and 
covered the main wall with it. Now it 
looks quite exotic.' 

It's not every day that a discarded 
underground public convenience in 
Crystal Palace can be described as 
exotic, but then this one, with its bright 
red kitchen, subterranean garden and 
glamorous gold leaf bathroom, is no 
ordinary loo.

The New Year looks like being a terrific one for the 
London restaurant scene - just don’t mention trends 


T rends, eh? Is Mexico the 
new Peru? Will pickles 
punch out baking? To be 
honest, I couldn't care less. 

I hate the idea of culinary 
fashion, an ephemeral notion if there ever 
were one. A good restaurant, with fine 
food, proper service and soul, will outlast 
any transient hotspot that burns bright for 
a few months before slinking away into 
empty obscurity. So if you're looking for 
the next hip and happening place, then 
go elsewhere. 

But 2014 is laden with restaurants 
opening, both big and small. I still believe 
that the capital is the best place to eat on 
earth. Nowhere, not even New York, has 
the thrilling diversity that London has, and 
the sheer mass of quality too. At the top 
end, the big news is that Simon Rogan 
is taking over the main restaurant at 
Claridge's, replacing Gordon Ramsay. 

This is an inspired choice, as he's a 
brilliant chef who mixes precise technique 
with huge imagination, along with an 
obsession with local ingredients. This is 
THE opening of the year. 

Another top tier chef, Nuno Mendes, 
will be manning the stoves at uber- 
hotelier Andre Balazs' new hotel in 
Marylebone. Expect high-end cooking, 
wonderful flavours and a plethora of 
strange shaped plates. Mendes is one hell 
of a cook and, paired with Balaz, expect 
tables to be rarer than a unbearded 
Dalstonian. Another hugely talented chef 
is Skye Gyngell, late of Petersham 
Nurseries. Details are still sketchy, but 
she'll be bringing her elegant, and 
intensely seasonal cooking, to a new 
restaurant in town. She's been away too 
long, so good to have her back. 

Then there are the old hands, great 
London restaurateurs who are constantly 
expanding their empires. This is no bad 
thing, as we, the punter, are the grinning 
beneficiaries. Alan Yau, the genius behind 
Hakkasan, Yauatcha and Naamyaa Cafe, is 
opening Duck and Rice, a Chinese 
gastropub on Berwick Street in Soho, plus 
a slightly smarter, more upmarket place, 
Chinois on Dover Street. The man rarely 
puts a foot wrong. Where Yau leads, 
thousands follow.

The same can be said for the kings of 
the London restaurant scene, Chris 
Corbin and Jeremy King. The duo behind 
The Wolseley, Colbert, The Delaunay 
and Brasserie Zedel are about to unveil 
The Beaumont, their first hotel venture. 
Situated in the heart of Mayfair, expect 
their usual high standards to apply. 

Russell Norman and Richard Beatty 
might not have owned restaurants for 
quite as long as Corbin and King, but 
they're masters, no doubt about it. Within 
the space of a few years, they've opened 
Polpo, Polpetto, Da Polpo, Mishkins and 
Spuntino. Most don't accept bookings (the 
pair were the pioneers of this, yup, trend), 
yet they're constantly rammed. Ape and 
Bird, a pub on Shaftsbury Avenue, is set 
to open any moment now. As is the new 
Polpetto on Berwick Street, with the 
immensely gifted Florence Knight back 
behind the burners. Expect wonderful 
regional Italian cooking and queues 
stretching around the block. They are also 
opening a Polpo on Notting Hill Gate. At 
long last. West Londoners can get a taste 
of this Venetian inspired institution. 

We've all been waiting with bated 
breath, and rumbling bellies, for the 
second branch of the Hart brothers' 
Barrafina restaurant. The original, in 
Soho, is utterly sublime. The new branch 
opens next year in Covent Garden. Cause 
for celebration indeed. 

As is news of ex-Caprice Holdings head 
honcho Des McDonald's new place, Q. 

A few years back, those of us craving 
proper American barbeque had to go 
hungry, living on smoke tinged memories 
of the real thing. Then Pitt Cue came 
along and sated our pulled pork and rib 
urge. Let's hope that Q is every bit as ye 
haw authentic. Knowing McDonald, it will 
impress. He's also opening the Holborn 
Dining room in the rather sexy new 
Rosewood Hotel. Think British classics, 
both traditional and modern. 

Last, but not least, Goodman's are 
opening a new place where king crab will 
star alongside the rib eyes and sirloin. So 
will crab be the new lobster? Who cares, 
but 2014 looks like another cracking 12 
months for the London eater. Have a very 
happy, and well fed. New Year. 
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NADIA’S food odyssey 


Shaun Curran grills TV presenter and Celebrity MasterChef winner Nadia Sawalha 
on life in Crystal Palace and why everything in moderation is the best recipe 


T bloody love mushrooms!' Nadia 
Sawalha isn't joking... the TV 
presenter and former Celebrity 
MasterChef winner really does 
love the fungus so much she is 
the face of a new campaign called Just 
Add Mushrooms - a promotion that 
aims to get everybody in the country 
eating more of perhaps our most 
consumed plant... 

Or maybe not so beloved, if Nadia's 
experience is to be believed, which is 
precisely why the 49-year-old celebrity 
and Crystal Palace resident is on a one- 
woman mission to wake people up to the 


benefits the humble mushroom can have 
on your health (and taste buds). 

1 get really annoyed when I have 
dinner parties and people pick out the 
mushrooms from the dish,' she begins. 
The reason most people don't like 
mushrooms in this country is because 
those same people are absolutely 
rubbish at cooking them! When they are 
done badly, they are disgusting. No 
mushroom should be slimy. And people 
do them badly because they either put 
too many in a pan or cook them in fat 
that isn't hot enough.' 

'Look at what they are though - when 


done well, they're delicious, and', Nadia 
continues, with typical enthusiasm, 'they 
are really cheap, and good for you raw 
or cooked. Even when we're trying to 
cut down on meat, they are good to bulk 
out, in Shepherd's pie or bolognaise. 

You can even grate them into salad. 

I love a mushroom soup, I love 
mushrooms in a creamy sauce with 
a steak... or just cooked with salt and 
butter and garlic and coriander - that 
is food heaven.' 

The former EastEnders actress has 
kindly given Living South Resident her 
favourite mushroom recipe for when 
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Nadia launching the Hungry Girls 
Litile'Black DressrDiet <>n Lorraine Live 



'you fancy adding some 'shroom to your 
life!' (find it online at theresident.co.uk). 

It's just the latest project in a life that 
has become consumed with cooking, 
both at home and with her work, and 
now includes cookbook, online culinary 
diaries and her new ITV magazine show, 
Sunday Scoop. 

Tve probably done 500 recipes this 
year! I am getting to the point where 
I am wondering how many recipes one 
person can do? My husband asked me 
if one day will I just have nothing else 
to write about, but I said 'no, of course 
not!' If you think about how many years 
the food business has been going, and 
how many cookbooks there are, it is 
astonishing that there is always another 
way, another twist, another turn. It's got 
another 100 years.' 

Of course, being a former Celebrity 
MasterChef champion, the Wandsworth- 
born presenter is better placed than most 
to dole out the cooking tips. Although 
she's quick to deflect the praise. 

'Well, I don't know about that. I think 
the reason I get asked to do these 
campaigns and work on the shows I do 


the coming weeks and months, with most 
of us set to overdo things across the 
festive period. But, if you've put on a few 
extra pounds over during the holiday 
festivities, Nadia has the answers. Her 
latest book. Greedy Girls: Second 
Helpings , offers pointers. 

'I can't stand cooking that 
discriminates between men and women. 
Why should it be the case that women 
eat different things to men? It should be 
a case of everyone enjoying food 
together. At the end of the day we're 
all interested in staying in shape and 
enjoying what we eat. It shouldn't be 
a difficult mix. 

'I know that people are starting their 
Christmases early, with mince pies and 
Baileys, and you know, really, that's 
great. It's such a time of celebration. ♦>

is because I am not a qualified chef. 

What I am is a home cook, and people 
identify with that. People think 'oh, she's 
only just a little bit better than I am!', so 
recipes are always simple and really 
doable, but I know I can cook tasty food. 
I can cook outrageous, decadent food 
but I can also do healthy food as well.' 

And healthy food is something that 
will undoubtedly be on our minds over 
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But I know that, by the end, people will 
have overindulged and probably put 
a bit of weight on. But my main thing 
about weight loss and maintaining 
weight is that you don't go without 
anything. Do not starve yourself of 
things that you enjoy and would 
normally eat. So don't cut out fat, sugar 
and alcohol or all the things that we 
love. You need to find a way to have 
them with a bit of moderation. 

'If I want a dessert, I would do a 
Baked Alaska, or stuffed apples and ice 
cream, rather than banoffee pie or 
chocolate cake. So my thing is to shave 
off the calories rather than go without. 
If you cut out the big calories, it's the 
best start you can make.' 

But if you're not as enthusiastic 
as Nadia about spending time in the 
kitchen, get yourself down to Crystal 
Palace for some of the finest cuisine 
the capital - never mind the south 

- has to offer. 

'Crystal Palace is incredibly well 
served for restaurants. We have the 
best sushi place - Edo. We have sushi 
from there about three times a week, 
every week. We've got fantastic Italian 
food, African food and even an 
amazing Sardinian restaurant. 

'It's an area that is just so alive and 
so diverse. It really feels as though 
there is a real community there 

- a food community and a people 
community. It is so important that we 
retain those elements, because local 
London neighbourhoods are, I think, 
the most engaging and interesting 

in the whole country.

Home cooking 
legend Diane Seed 
on the beauty of a 
Mediterranean diet 


Hints included making your sauce first 
- don't put your pasta on until the sauce 
is ready (it can be left to simmer or 
reheated) and then keep a very close eye 
on that pasta. Boil it with some Sicilian 

crystal salt (which you can pick 
up from SMBS on Lordship 
Lane) and as soon as its ready 
(al dente) drain, mix with the 
sauce and serve - it should be 
steaming when you serve it! 
Also, as satisfying as it may be 
to make your own, Italians 
generally cook with dried 
pasta, so save yourself the 
work! Pick up a good quality 
bronzed pasta for the best 
results, which you can find at 
the East Dulwich Deli. 

Since it's New Year and 
some of us might have 
ambitions of a healthier 2014, I asked 
Diane why the Mediterranean diet is often 
cited as one of the healthiest? 

'I think it is just healthier food - fish, 
thinner slices of meat with very little 
animal fat and lots of vegetables and 
salad. And it's all based on olive oil. 

'It's a way of life. People don't diet. It's 
impossible, someone's always putting a 
fork in your mouth and saying, 'eat, eat'! 
You show your love by feeding somebody, 
and if don't eat you're refusing their love.'

Diane, who originally 
taught English in Italy,

Belair House 


I n 2007, Beauberry House, as it was 
known then, provided the setting for 
a Living South Resident party. I'd been 
working on the magazine for only a few 
months then, but we've since had multiple 
delicious dinners, drinks and even a cover 
shoot with a ballerina at the gorgeous 
18th century Georgian property. 

So it's fitting that I'm back here to raise 
a glass to its new guise - Belair House, 
launched in November and renamed to 
hark back to its heritage. Run by the team 
behind the Electric Social in Brixton (a 
regular haunt of mine, since it's around 
the corner from my house), the idea is to 
bring a new lease of life to those lovely old 
walls as a bar, dining and social space. 

The bar, inspired by the elegance of the 
1920s, has already proved popular with 
locals and serves up some fabulous house- 
special cocktails - a cosmopolitan with 
blackcurrant liqueur, a brandy and 
prosecco delight served over a huge slice 
of orange, a smoke-infused bourbon sour 
and plenty more. 

And then there's the food. I dined out 
with a friend just days after the kitchen 
had launched and wow, what wonderful 
food. Starters of linguini - delicate yet 
punchy with shallots, thyme, chilli, basil, 
cream and parmesan - and light, perfectly 
cooked Cornish scallops with chestnut 
mushrooms and remoulade of cauliflower. 
The linguini is a generous portion and I 
had no intention of eating it all ahead of 


the stewed rabbit I'd also ordered, but my 
dish was soon empty. And the rabbit was 
delicious - a winter warmer of moist, 
flavoursome game, braised sweet red 
cabbage, sharp blackberries to lift those 
full on flavours and a hint of fennel. My 
friend ordered the roasted beets with 
garlic, juniper berry and broadbean salsify, 
semolina and fresh herb dumplings - a 
colourful dish full of seasonal goodness. 

The dessert menu is short and sweet. 
My friend was disappointed not to see any 
chocolate, but the apple, pear and walnut 
crumble with homemade custard was 
undeniably delicious. This vibe is relaxed 
decadence complete with roaring fire and 
sparkling chandelier. Highly recommended.

Why not learn something valuable while 
getting in shape?

I WANT TO RIDE MY BICYCLE 


Nobody was more surprised than me 
that I suddenly went from hating 
running to loving it last year, all 
because my friend ran the Virgin 
London Marathon. Once we got going 
with a structured programme and 
proper pacing, I really got into it. 

Our first five-mile run was a real 
high and we went on to run all over 
London, from Hyde Park to Dulwich 
Park, come rain, shine or blizzard. 

Now I regularly cover seven or eight 
miles at the weekend and really enjoy 
it. But my knees don't love it quite so 
much, so an expert analysis of the way 
I'm running seems like a good call. 

The Running School, which operates 
out of a number of London bases 
including Crystal Palace Football Club, 
teaches you how to run, regardless of 
age and ability, in three progressive 
steps: Move Better, Run Better, Run 
Faster. First, a detailed biomechanical 
and functional movement analysis 
identifies your running weaknesses and 
movement issues (I have horribly flat 
feet, which causes the tendons in my 
knees to overstretch. Strengthening 
exercises and Pilates stretches help, but 
I can also adjust the way I run to lessen 
the impact). Next, you'll learn a more 
efficient running technique, and then 
you can work on improving your speed. 
You might just learn to love it.

Fruits of 
the Forest 

Jenny Holland of Leaders letting agent 
celebrates the rebirth of Forest Hill 


What is the special 
appeal of your area? 

We cover a big area all of south east and 
south west London, but close to my 
heart is Forest Hill. I grew up here and 
went to Fairlawn Primary School then 
on to Sydenham Girls, so I really am a 
local lass and proud to be Foresthillian! 

For a while we were riding on the 
coat tails of East Dulwich's overspill, but 
the recent improvement to transport 
with the affectionately called 'Ginger 
Line' Overground has proved a real 
catalyst in Forest Hill's desirability. That 
and the hard work of the local residents 
and traders who secured funding for the 
SEE3 project, which has seen the high 
street flourish with pop-up shops and 
established a great food market buzzing 
with quirky independent businesses.

Why help to buy isn't working in London

Prospective buyers have had a raw deal in 
the capital in the last few years. After the 
crunch, lenders required deposits of at least 
15%. With house prices in the capital heading 
ever upwards, it wasn’t worth bothering 
considering purchasing if you had less than 
£50,000 saved, when you took the additional 
costs like solicitors fees, stamp duty and broker 
fees into account. Enter the Help to Buy 
Scheme! 

The Help to Buy Scheme was put forward by 
the government to help prospective buyers 
onto the property ladder by reducing their 
required deposit to as low as 5% of the 
purchase price of the property, up to a value of 
£600,000. Happy days, the 5% deposit was 
back! When it was announced, many 
Londoners thought that this was their chance 
to get a foothold on the property ladder - 
prized as it is in the capital. 

Landlords in the capital were particularly 
worried. With the 5% deposit back, who on 
earth would consider renting, especially in the 
UK where renting is largely considered "money 
down the drain?" Would this mean that would 
be first time buyers would be the winners and 
landlords the losers with almost every tenant 


with a bit of savings able to get onto the 
property ladder? Not quite. 

With the average house price in London at 
£437,000, the problem with Help to Buy 
becomes apparent when you do the maths. 

Ok, the deposit required is low as 5%, with the 
government providing the difference of up to 
15% of the purchase price. However, this 
means that for a lender to offer a mortgage for 
the average house price, they would need to 
lend up to £415,000. In order to qualify for 
such a mortgage using the 4 times salary 
calculator, a buyer would need a salary of more 
than £100,000. 

Even when you take flats into consideration, 
the income levels required are pretty high. And 
lenders are exceptionally fussy at this end of 
the market, with the self-employed having to 
prove profits equal to the salaries of the 
employed. Those with a poor credit score or 
adverse credit need not apply. 

The evidence also shows that landlords need 
not worry. This is because there is a massive 
shortage in the supply of housing, and Help to 
Buy will have little impact on this. According to 
London Councils, the capital needs a whopping 


80,000 new homes a year between now and 
2021 just to meet demand. Good old Boris has 
promised to deliver 40,000 new homes a year 
but London is not even building half that 
number. Because of factors like shortage of 
land, planning restrictions and the general lack 
of credit available to house builders, house 
building in the capital is more or less at a 
standstill. 

Figures in other parts of the country are 
more encouraging - statistics in the third 
quarter of 2013 show that Help to Buy is 
popular and a relative success up North, with 
66 Equity Loan approvals in Bradford and 88 
Equity Loan approvals in Leeds. By comparison, 
there were two in Lewisham and zero in 
Southwark! 

In London, house prices have roughly 
doubled every decade since the seventies. It 
would be foolish to bet on rents, which rose 
8% last year coming down in the foreseeable 
future. Even using the most ambitious 
estimates, prices are set to rise for the next 20 
years until supply catches up with demand, if 
that ever happens.

The Help to Buy Agency expects 
be administering a record 
number of completions this 
Yuletide. Since the government’s 
I Ielp to Buy equity loan scheme 
launched in April, the Agency has 
seen a surge in applications from 
first-time buyers and current 
homeowners keen to get on, or 
move up, the property ladder. 

The Help to Buy scheme 
assists buyers in purchasing a 
brand new home with an equity 
loan of up to 20% of the full price of the property. Buyers don’t 
have to pay any fees on this loan for the first five years and own 
100 0 of the property from the start, but need to be able to fund 
at least 80% of the property price through a conventional 
mortgage. Lenders usually require a deposit of at least 5%, 
so a mortgage will usually be for 75% of the purchase price.

A s 2013 drew to a close 
a number of lenders 
announced 95% 
mortgages at both 
competitive interest rates 
and fees. This has been prompted by 
the Government's Help to Buy Scheme 
where the Government guarantees the 
lender 15% of the mortgage. The new 
lenders are not utilising this scheme 
as they consider that they can still 
offer competitive rates outside the 
scheme. The lenders have tightened 
the criteria for lending at this rate and 
only borrowers with excellent credit 
scores will be able to access these 
mortgages. HSBC announced that 
they are joining the Help to Buy 
Scheme and a number of other 
lenders are poised to join the scheme 
in January. This year should prove 
to be an interesting one for mortgage 
borrowers as the lenders compete 
for the business.
